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I. Claims 1-64 and 79, drawn to a woven graft, classified in class 623, subclass 
1.51. 

II. Claims 65-78, drawn to a method of weaving a graft, classified in class 19, 
subclass 387R. 

Applicant elects to prosecute Group I, claims 1-64 and 79. 

Furthermore, the Examiner alleges that the claims are directed towards the following 
distinct species: 

Specie A: Figs. 1-4, and 
Specie B: Fig. 5. 

Applicant elects Species A, i.e., Figs. 1-4. 

Applicant respectfully submits that claims 1-64 and 79 read on Species A as defined by 
the Examiner of Group I with claims 1-64 and 79 being generic within this group.
